And What Have You

As someone who deals with the 
written 
word 
and 
whose 
very 
economic existence depends upon a 
reading public, it was with a great 
deal of satisfaction that we learned of 
the new ‘'Right to Read” program 
being undertaken in our school 
system. 
At one time I would probably have 
thought of this as being a bunch of 
nonsense because I, like so many 
people, thought that everyone who 
went to school just automatically 
learned to read, 
It was with a 
tremendous 
shock 
that 
we 
first 
learned that we had graduates who 
had attended 12 years of school and 
still could not read. 
As a youngster I can recall that a 
number of the students in my class 
were slow readers but I was not 
aware of any not being able to read at 
all. or at lease be such poor readers 
that they could justifiably be termed 
illiterate. 
But then 
compulsory 
education was not so much in force 
then and I suppose that those who 
could not read just dropped out. And 
then too I suspect that some who were 
thought to be just plain dumb just 
could not read. 
It is hard to know why some people 
learn to read while others do not In 
fact it is hard to know when or how 
most youngsters learned to read. \Ve 
suspect that better readers probably 
come from a family of readers and at 
least pick up the desire to read from 
home. 
With a father in the newspaper 
business and a mother who stayed up 
until the wee hours of the morning 
reading, it has just always been a part 
of my way of life to read. Strangely 
enough I learned to read, but never 
learned to spell. 
This new reading program is taking 
the 
direction 
that 
all 
of 
out 
educational 
system 
will 
probably 
eventually take-working with the 
individuals at their own levels rather 
than at just the group level. 
If a person can read at the third 
grade level it doesn’t make much 
difference whether they are in the 
first, third or sixth grade they can 
still only read at the third grade level 
and that is the level at which they 
must be worked. It would be nice ann 
easy if all third grade students were 
at the same learning level, but this is 
not possible. 
Most of your problem students are 
either those who are carried beyond 
their own level of ability or those who 
are held back way below their ability. 
In either case they become a problem 
either 
from 
bewilderment 
or 
boredom. 
Can you imagine the frustration a 
youngster who cannot read must face 
when told to read two chapters in a

The first food stamps in Jones 
County will be issued Nov. I. 
But before the statewide food 
stamp program is implemented 
here, there is much work to be 
done, 
according 
to 
William 
McKinney, food stamp program 
director. State Department of 
Public Welfare, Wichita Falls 
Com m odities is the 
food 
assistance program currently 
operating in this county. The 
62nd 
Texas 
Legislature 
ap­ 
propriated $7.7 million for a 
statewide food stamp program 
to replace all county food stamp 
programs and commodity food 
distributions. 
Most commodity 
recipients 
should 
be 
eligible 
for 
food 
stamps also as well as others 
who might not receive com 
modity foods 
Certification for food stamp 
eligibility will begin at a later 
date. 
All persons who don’t 
make much money or who are 
unemployed are encouraged to 


apply at that time 
Welfare recipients aren’t the 
only ones who can qualify for 
food stamps. McKinney said 
Local issuance officers will 
sell the food stamps to all who 
are certified eligible to receive 


them 
Participating households will 
be able to buy their stamps at 
the issuance office nearest them 
and at their own convenience 
Tile long waiting lines which are 
now a problem at commodity 
distribution centers should be 
eliminated 
Food stamps, which can be 
used for the purchase of most 
foods and food products, will be 
accepted by many of the local 
grocers Payment is made by 


tearing the necessary amount of 
food stamps from the coupon 
book at the time of purchase 
Tabacco, alcoholic beverages 
and imported items can not be 
purchased with food stamps 
G rocers can deposit food 
stamps just at they do money 
Local bankers then send the 
stamps to the I nited States

However, the court held they 
would have to stay with yellow 
whether they liked it or not. The 
court said the requirement was a 
reasonable means to a reason­ 
able end 
to benefit the com­ 
munity as a whole. 
It is common, in developing a 
neighborhood, to impose deed re­ 
strictions of one kind or another. 
They may cover anything from 
the size of houses to the height 
of hedges, from the style of archi­ 
tecture to the type of fencing 
And, by and large, the law will 
enforce 
these 
restrictions. 
A l­ 
though they reduce the rights of 
the purchaser, they do so on the 
basis of a lawful contract, freely 
entered into, at the time of orig­ 
inal sale. 
True, some restrictions mav be 
unenforceable for reasons of ov­ 
erriding public policy. The lead­ 
ing example is the racial restric­ 
tion, now outlawed everywhere. 
Furthermore, a restriction valid 
at first may gradually lose its 
validity 
as 
the 
neighborhood 
changes. Say a dozen home own­ 
ers in the “ yellow only 
neigh­ 
borhood had been allowed to get 
away with different colors. At 
that point, even if the developers 
suddenly decided to crack down, 
a court would probably refuse to 
enforce the restriction 
As one 
judge put it: 
“ Restrictions will not be en­ 
forced where the character of the 
neighborhood has so changed as 
to defeat the original purpose of 
the plan.”
